To  the  Chairmen  and  Members  of  the  District  Councils. 


Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  lay  before  you  my  Report  on  the  health  and  sanitary  condition  of  the  Combined 
District  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1941. 

The  Report  is  drawn  up  on  the  lines  suggested  in  the  Ministry  of  Health  Circular 
2314  and,  in  accordance  with  the  economy  cuts  recommended  by  both  Central  Authority 
and  District  Councils,  condensation  and  cross-reference  to  preyious  reports  are  practised 
as  much  as  possible.  Instead  of  a separate  report  for  each  Authority,  as  formerly,  this  report 
tries  to  convey  a general  idea  of  the  s-ate  of  the  public  health  and  the  administrative  'work 
doDe,  and  at  the  same  time  meet  the  demand  for  economy  of  both  printing  and  paper. 


A. — STATISTICS  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

Craven  Combined  District  has  an  area  of  approximately  358,000  acres,  or  fully  one- 
fifth  of  the  West  Riding  administrative  county.  It  has  a population  of  approximately 
60.000,  and  consists  of  two  Urban  and  three  Rural  Districts. 

In  the  industrial  areas  trade  and  employment  continued  fairly  good.  Later,  inter- 
national unrest  improved  trade  in  engineering  and  re-armament  work.

In  spite  of  war  conditions  the  Vital  Statistics  for  Craven  is  satisfactory.  The  Birth-rate 
is  higher  than  for  any  time  during  the  past  five  years  ; the  Death-rate  is  lower  than  during 
the  past  five  years,  while  the  Infant  Mortality,  at  46,  compares  favourably  with  England  and 
Wales,  59,  the  large  towns,  71,  and  towns  with  a population  between  20,000  and  50,000,  56. 

As  noted  in  previous  reports,  the  percentage  of  Still  Births  to  total  live  births  varies 
considerably  in  the  several  districts. 

Rural  : Skipton  4-8,  Settle  -5,  Sedbergh  1-9.  Total  Rural,  2-0  per  cent. 

Urban  : Skipton  3-2,  Silsden  4-8.  Total  Urban,  3-6  per  cent. 

Maternal  Mortality. 

The  record  for  Craven  is  good,  viz  : -5  per  1,000  total  births  (live  and  still),  while  that 
for  England  and  Wales  is  2-23 — in  fact,  in  four  of  the  five  Authorities  no  mother  lost  her  life 
in  child-brith.  The  one  death  that  did  result  was  in  Skipton  Urban,  yielding  a mortality  rate 
of  -5  per  1,000  births.

1.— PUBLIC  HEALTH  OFFICERS. 

Medical  Officer  of  Health  : Wm.  Scatterty,  M.A.,  M.D.,  C.M.,  D.P.H. 

Sanitary  Inspectors  : Sedbergh — W.  Batty,  M.S.I.A. 

Settle — F.  Foxcroft,  M.S.I.A.,  and  N.  Firth,  M.S.I.A.

Other  Officers  : Services  such  as  Tuberculosis,  V.D.,  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare, 
Veterinary  Surgeons,  Midwives,  School  Nurses,  Health  Visitors,  etc.,  are  controlled  and 
staffed  by  the  West  Riding  County  Council.

(c)  Tuberculosis. 

Sanatoria  are  provided  by  the  West  Riding  County  Council,  principally  at  Middleton, 
Iikley,  for  men,  and  Scotton  Bank,  Knaresborough,  for  women  and  children. 

(d)  Welfare  Centres,  Maternity  Homes,  &c. 

Anti-natal  Clinics. — Established  at  Grassington,  Skipton  and  Settle,  also  a clinic 
for  Toddlers  at  Skipton.  Attended  by  Medical  Officer  paid  by  the  County  Council. 

Additional  anti-natal  services  provided  by  the  County  include  Home  Visiting  by  Health 
Visitors,  Home  Helps,  Supervision  by  Doctor  or  Midwife,  and  expert  consultations  at  certain 
anti-natal  clinics. 

Maternity  Homes. — The  County  Council  arrange  for  the  admission  of  in-lying  cases 
to  St.  John's  Hospital,  Keighley,  and  the  District  Hospital,  Skipton. 

Provision  for  the  treatment  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  is  similarly  made  at  Keighley,  Bingley 
and  Shipley  Joint  Hospital,  and  at  Skipton  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital. 

Child  Welfare  Centres'. — Under  the  auspices  of  the  County  Council,  Centres  are 
established  in  places — Silsden,  Glusburn,  Grassington,  Skipton,  Settle,  Ingleton.  Voluntary 
Centres  are  also  open  in  Glusburn,  Bentham,  etc. 


C.— SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  IN  THE  AREA. 

(1)  WATER  SUPPLIES. 

No  extensions  during  the  year. 

Silsden  : All  water  chlorinated.  No  plumbo  solvency. 

Skipton  Urban  : All  water  chlorinated.  No  plumbo  solvency. 

Sedbergh  : Chlorinating  plant  being  installed  ; restricted  use  June  to  August. 

Sett.e  : See  previous  reports  ; shortage  again  at  Westhouse. 

Skipton  Rural  : At  Gargrave,  Steeton,  Sutton,  etc.,  chlorination  arranged  for. 

Reference  has  previously  been  made  to  the  frequency  with  which  drains  and  sumps 
discharge  into  streams,  e.g.,  Horton-in-Ribidesdale,  Cowling,  etc.,  polluting  the  water,  and 
thoughtlessly  risking  the  health  of  users  lower  down  the  valley. 
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2.— DRAINAGE  SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

Urgently  necessary  drainage  works  have  been  carried  out  in  the  respective  districts. 

Sedbergh  : Sewerage  system  satisfactorily  maintained  in  Sedbergh  and  Dent.  No  extensions. 
Settle  : Continued  pollution  of  River  Greta  due  to  fracture  of  outfall  sewer  in  The  Springs. 

Scheme  for  new  sewer  down  the  bed  of  the  river  awaiting  decision  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health. 

Skipton  Rural  : Many  important  extensions  temporarily  held  up. 

Silsden  : No  extension  ; quality  of  effluent  improved. 

Skipton  Urban  : Sewerage  system  complete  ; effluent  satisfactory. 

3.— CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

(a)  Excrement  Disposal. 

Improvement  and  repairs  executed  wherever  necessary. 

Sedbergh  : 16  new  fresh  water  closets  provided. 

Settle  : Conversion  of  privies  to  water  carriage  slowly  proceeding. 

Skipton  Rural  : 63  new  water  closets  provided. 

Silsden  : Water  carriage,  except  in  outlying  district. 

Skipton  Urban  : Water  carriage  ; only  4 privies  too  low  to  drain  into  sewer. 

(b)  Scavenging  : Refuse  Removal  and  Disposal. 

Sedbergh  : Removal  and  disposal  carried  out  satisfactorily. 

Settle  : Bentham  and  Ingleton  added  to  townships  scavanged  by  Council’s  staff. 

Skipton  Rural  : 8,882  loads  of  refuse  and  nightsoil  removed. 

Silsden  : Abolition  of  ashpits  (21)  steadily  proceeding  ; 1,336  tons  collected. 

Skipton  Urban  : Refuse  removed  by  Council  and  tipped  under  controlled  methods  ; 3,214 
tons  collected  and  dealt  with. 

Salvage. 

Sedbergh  : Collection  as  formerly. 

Settle  : Collection  continued,  over  120  tons,  valued  £620,  disposed  of. 

Skipton  Rural  : Collection  continued  and  encouraged. 

Silsden  : 565  tons  waste  paper  and  26  tons  scrap  metal,  valued  £371,  collected  and  disposed  of. 
Skipton  Urban  : Salvage  Week  again  organised  to  stimulate  interest  in  this  necessary  work.

(5)  PREMISES  AND  OCCUPATIONS  CONTROLLED  BY  BYE-LAWS. 

(a)  Common  Lodging  Houses. — Strict  supervision  maintained. 

(b)  Bakehouses.— Regular  inspection.  Satisfactory. 

(c)  Offensive  Trades. — Conditions  generally  satisfactory. 

(d)  Smoke  Abatement. — Supervision  less  strictly  maintained. 

(e)  Factories  and  Workshops. — Usual  inspections  carried  out. 

(f)  Schools. — Conditions  as  in  previous  reports. 

D.— HOUSING. 

There  has  been  little  activity  in  building,  but  supervision  has  been  maintained  as 
formerly — over  4,700  inspections  having  been  made  during  the  year.  In  Skipton  Urban, 
for  instance,  the  Council,  owing  to  the  growing  need  for  housing  accommodation,  asked  the 
Ministry  of  Health  to  allow  the  erection  of  further  dwellings,  but  this  could  not  be  granted 
owing  to  the  limited  supply  of  building  material.

Inspection  by  your  Inspectors  and  the  County  Veterinary  Surgeon  has  been  regularly 
maintained. 


Milk  Production. — War  restrictions  have  considerably  affected  the  farming  industry 
and  milk  production,  butter-making  and  public  health  activities  connected  therewith  have 
had  to  be  modified,  still  your  officials  have  not  ceased  to  take  all  possible  steps  to  safeguard 
the  health  of  consumers,  and  so  far  as  can  be  judged  from  the  Vital  Statistics  with  considerable 
success.  For  instance,  in  Skipton  Rural  alone,  105  licences  for  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk  were 
granted  during  1941. 

(b)  MEAT  AND  SLAUGHTERHOUSES. 

Owing  to  Government  control  of  meat  production  all  slaughtering  in  the  district  had 
to  take  place  in  the  Central  Controlled  Slaughterhouses  in  Sedbergh,  Settle  and  Skipton 
Urban. 

No.  slaughtered  at  Settle  755  Cattle  57  Calves  7,134  Sheep  & Lambs  190  Pigs 

do.  Skipton  2,096  „ 1,554  „ 15,942  „ 832  „ 

Compared  with  the  previous  year  there  were  slaughtered  3,000  more  Sheep  and  Lambs 
in  Settle  and  800  more  Cattle,  1,100  more  Calves  and  2,000  more  Sheep  and  Lambs  in 
Skipton. 

To  go  into  further  details  would  serve  no  purpose,  seeing  animals  from  Earby  and 
Barnoldswick  cannot  be  excluded  from  the  totals. 

At  Sedbergh  Slaughterhouse  17  cwts.  1 qr.,  at  Settle  12  tons  10  cwts.  3 qrs.,  and  at 
Skipton  21  tons  11  cwts.,  were  condemned,  largely  due  to  Tuberculosis. 

In  addition  it  may  be  noted  that  there  were  passed  through  the  Skipton  Depot  2,732 
quarters  of  frozen  beef,  18,084  Sheep,  230  Pigs,  550  ribs,  etc.,  of  beef,  2,952  bags  of  liver  and 
960  6-lb.  tins  of  corned  beef. 

In  Skipton,  also,  there  are  two  retail  shops  selling  potted  horse  flesh — the  sources  of 
supply  of  which  have  to  be  investigated. 

How  much  time,  energy  and  anxiety  have  been  involved  in  all  these  departments  of 
meat  inspection  only  your  Inspectors  know,  but  to  describe  them  as  enormous  cannot  be 
disputed. 


(c)  ADULTERATION  OF  FOOD. 


The  sampling  of  Milk  and  action  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  are  carried  out  by  the 
W.R.C.C.,  whose  Inspector  reports  elsewhere  on  the  administration  of  the  Act. 

F.— PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

(a)  NON-NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES. 

Comparative  immunity  was  experienced  in  most  districts  from  such  complaints  as 
Influenza  and  Chickenpox,  while  on  the  other  hand  such  temporarily  notifiable  diseases  as 
Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  were  unusually  prevalent.  Thus  there  were  brought  to  the 
notice  of  the  Health  Departments  the  following  cases  : —

That  the  type  of  disease  was  not  virulent  is  shown  by  the  fact,  of  841  cases  of  Measles 
none  proved  fatal,  while  of  298  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  only  one  was  registered  as  fatal.

(c)  Zymotic  Deaths. 

The  seven  zymotic  diseases — Small  Pox,  Measles,  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria,  Enteric 
Fever,  Whooping  Cough  and  Diarrhoea — were  registered  as  the  causes  of  3 deaths,  viz., 
Diphtheria  3,  Diarrhoea  in  children  under  two  years  3,  Whooping  Cough  1,  compared  with 
10,  17,  11,  11  and  2 in  the  previous  five  years.

The  returu  of  cases  on  register  on  31st  December  and  that  now  made  do  not  correspond 
owing  to  the  fact  that  details  of  deaths  received  from  the  Registrar-General,  and  of  removals, 
etc.,  reported  by  the  Tuberculosis  Officer,  came  to  hand  weeks  after  the  first  return  was 
issued. 

(b)  Control. 

In  addition  to  the  routine  methods  followed  by  District  Inspectors  and  Nurses  in 
advising  patients  and  relatives  of  the  danger  of  infection,  the  benefit  of  fresh  air  and  free 
ventilation,  etc.,  efforts  are  made  to  secure  sanatorium  treatment  for  early  cases  and  hospital 
isolation  for  those  whose  home  conditions  are  unsuitable  for  home  life. 

(c)  Mortality.

No  action  was  taken  under  the  P.H.  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925, 
relating  to  tuberculous  employees  in  the  milk  trade,  nor  under  the  P.H.  Act,  1925,  Art.  62, 
which  empowers  certain  cases  of  Tuberculosis  to  be  compulsorily  removed  to  hospital.

GOVERNMENT  EVACUATION  SCHEME. 

Full  details  of  the  manifold  activities  of  your  various  officials  in  connection  with  the 
billeting  and  supervision  of  evacuees  are  not  given,  though  the  amount  of  work  involved 
has  not  diminished. 

In  Skipton  Urban,  for  instance,  “a  further  1808  people  were  accommodated.  A 
number  of  mothers  and  children  returned  home,  and  it  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  in  no  in- 
stance was  it  necessary  to  report  any  case  to  the  billeting  committee.” 

In  Skipton  Rural  “1,003  persons  reached  the  reception  areas.  Three  large  and  one 
smaller  hostel  were  established  and  equipped  : 

The  Shroggs,  Steeton,  skin  diseases  hostel  for  40  children. 

The  Willows,  Lothersdale,  sick  bay  for  24  children. 

Bridge  House,  Eastby,  short-stay  hostel  for  12  children. 

Greenfield,  Kettlewell,  long-stay  hostel  for  6 children. 

Forty-five  houses  were  requisitioned  for  evacuee  mothers  and  children,  there  being 
accommodation  there  at  present  for  60  mothers  and  120  children. 

Records  of  all  billeting  payments,  etc.,  are  checked,  averaging  over  £400  a week.  The 
volume  of  correspondence  is  heavy  and  increasing.” 
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Economy  restrictions  prohibit  the  record,  of  many  other  war-time  activities,  e.g., 
provision  of  efficient  steps  for  decontamination  of  foodstuffs.  Suffice  it  to  say,  your  Emer- 
gency Sub-Committees  have  been  ably  supported  in  their  work  by  your  officials. 

My  indebtedness  to  your  Inspectors,  etc.,  for  their  courtesy  and  willing  assistance 
has  never  before  been  greater  or  more  appreciated  and  to  all  I express  my  sincere  gratitude.
